Opinions of tbe Press on Matters iu 
Africa— Probable Con- 
ference. 

Action Agaiust Anarchists— A Baud 
of Niiiilists Arrested With 
Explosives. 

Beki.in, July 2-1.— Tho somi-oltloiul news- 
papers o{ Berlin speak very oautiously of 
the report that Eogiand and Italy have 
olosod a treaty for joint action in Africa, but 
all congratulate Italy upon the brilliant ad- 
vance of her troops and their victory ovor 
tho Mahdiats last week. 

The Kreutzer Zeitung, which repreaonts 
tbe PruMian Tories, asserts that tbe aeiisaro 
of Kassak was part of an English scheme to 
make Italy pull England's chealnuta out of 
tho lire. " Aa I'lugland was unable to at 
tack the Mahdiats from the north," says the 
editor, " olio waa glad to employ Italians to 
do the fighting on tho south portion of tho 
Egyptian army of Khartoum." After con- 
trasting the poliuies of England [and rrunco 
as to the loyal observance of troatiea, the 
editor adds: " Tho govornmenlo proteud- 
ing to be our frienda aro proving that thoy 
fool itilinitely leaa good-will and spirit of 
conciliation than we do. Germany would 
do well 10 tuko advantage of fraooe's 
friendship in matters not involved in the 
triple allii'.Duo." 

!rho Nord Deutaoho Allgomeino Zuitung, 
Caprivi's mouthpiece, produces without 
comment, tbe English offioial papers con- 
oeroing the Aoglo Belgian agreement, to- 
gether with tho dispatches of tbe German 
foreign office. The Conservative jonrnals of 
coiirse, declares that it was not enough for 
Germany to back England down in this 
mattor; aho ought also to have followed up 
the advantage, they say, by demanding ter- 
ritorial revision and compensation in Africa. 

In German diplomatic circles there are 
reports that France will soon ask for a con- 
foroQOo of all the European powers holding 
territory in Africa. 

Erie Iferr Von liichthofen, jiresiilenl of 
tho 15erlin polic, ('uunt Kieliminacgi,', dir- 
oelor of tho Austrian police, and a French 
police agent, liave had here a conference 
concerningintornctional police action agaiuat 
tho anaroliiata. 

Tho Mudgeburger Zeitung says that 
CnaneoUor Von Caprivi, in an interview 
with M. Herhotte, proiniBcd rigorous police 
meaaurea against the auarchiuta but thero is 
no sign of Uaprivi'a departure from his 
policy of legiBlative non interference. 

Dor Zosialia, an anarchist journal, de- 
voted a violent article in lie lust issue to pre- 
diotiooB of dire vengoance in case tho gov- 
ernment revives represaivo [aws. It will be 
a general surprise if tho govornment refraina 
from BuppresBing the newspaper and prose- 
cuting tho oditora. Eow anarohiata have 
oonn expelled during the week. 

Dispatohea received from Prague aaid that 
a band of militant anarchists had been 
caught at work in their own bomb factory. 
Seven men were arrested and a large quan- 
tity of the explosives were seized. 

LABOR AFFILIATION. 

Proposed Qieantle On;anlzatlon to Keeulatc 
Wages and other Disturbing Ques- 
tions. 

Chicago, July "Ji — The Herald prints a 
long article giving in detail the plana of tbe 
American Railway Union to absorb tbe 
other railway brotherhoods and the recently 
organized American Labor Union, to take 
iu every class of labor except railroad em- 
ployes, the two organizatiocs to afGliate and 
be prepar.'d by May 1, 1S9,5, to demand a ro 
adjustrneut of wages to the basis existing 
priar to the panic and hard times, and in 
event of n-fusal, to order a general " walk 
out.'' 'I'ho article continues that some 
l)roa(i st'itotnenlB in thia connec!loii wore 
nmiie by nliiciala at the American Railway 
Union lieadiiuarterH yesterday, as foliowa : 

"That on or uiiout Janu.iry IT), IS').'), 
there woulii bo in t'hic;igo a convention com- 
jiofed of repreaentativo men of the Americ:»n 
Railway Union, the United .Mine W orkcrs of 
North America, the Knights of Labor and 
the American Labor Union; that the Ameri- 
can I't-deration of Labor and the old railway 
brotherhoods would not bo reprejented in 
thia eonveriiion: that at this convention all 
braiichea of labor present v.ould ho culled on 
to pr(;Hi nt a Buccinct report aa to tho then 
existing wage scale? and how niach thoy 
had, been cut in 1S!I'_', ISil.'i and ISiM; that 
theao wage scales should then lio formulated 
into a demand to bo preaeuteu to the cor- 
porations and railro.'.da tixing thorn on May 
1, I.S!!;"), with the demand that they be road- 
justed to the basis oxistiog prior to tho 
panic and hard times, and that if this do- 
mand was not granted a general walk out 
would follow." 

As one officer of the railway union pat it : 
" Tbe present strike will never be declared 
off by .Mr. Debs ind we expect if tho Chi- 
cago switchmen remain firm that the Chi- 
cago roads will eventually compromise on a 
busis satisfactory to all. The present strike 
not being deolarod olf, a convention of the 
character deacribed will be entirely in place 
Bud will bring together at that time tho 
strongest labor organizationa in tho world. 
There will be a full analysis of wage Bcales 
before any demand is made on capital for a 
chango and tho East will bo aa atrong'y ro- 
I)reuented in tho now labor organizations 
then UB tlio \\'(!at is now. The movement of 
May 1, ISiiri, I hen will be only a reinforce- 
ment of the slriUf! benun in -luno, 181)1.''

stands it is far ahead of laat year and niiiny 
seaiions preceding. Unfortiiintely, the 
catch comea in a b id time, for it ia aiiro to 
make tiie price ( f ukina thia year lower than 
it haa over been. At leaot that is tho nay 
it looks iiDiv, from the fodiDg in London. 



TAKING HIS CHANCES. 

Tbe Captain of a British Ship Uocs to Sea 
After a Severe Shaking Off San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco, July 24.— The British 
ship Langdale came near foundering on tlto 
bir when leaving this port, March 29 laat, 
Aooording to a private letter received from 
Capt. MoAiliater, the Langdale bad a cargo 
valued at $6S,759. It was very rough, and 
when the bar was reaohed tbe tug was hidden 
half the time in tbe driving spray. Wave 
after wave broke alKiard the ship andstove in 
the lifeboats ; broke several atanehiona and 
swept everything moveable on deok over- 
board. The vesael was severely strained, 
and Capt. MoAiliater at first thoueht of re- 
turning but a look at the breakers on the 
bar made him change hia mind. Tho thip 
ijtood out to sea, and tho weather moder- 
ated. Il waa found that the duniugo was 
not aa bad aa had been at first feared so Bhe 
was headed for Liverpool, which was mudc 
after a pusssge of 1 12 days.

The Strike (ieuerally Admitted to Be 
Over— Meu Prepariug 
to Leave. 



The Sontliern Pacific Have Ail tlie 
Men They Want to Kim 
the £oad. 

Oaklahd, Cal., July 24.— That the strike 
is over and the men defeated is conceded by 
all except the radical members, nrho would 
not be taken back under any circumstances, 
but insist upon the men staying out. The 
men generally aay they will go elsewhere 
for work. Many left last evening for Port- 
land, Ugdon and the East. Others are get- 
ting ready to leave. 

San Francisco, July 24 —J. A. Fillmore 
of tbe Southern Pacific has returned from 
Sacramento. He aaid the situation had 
quieted down and did not demand his proa- 
enco any longer, Tho blockade had been 
broken and the strike had died a naturol 
death. " It dooa not make any diflerence 
now whether it ia called off or not. 
Wo have all tho men we want, and the 
BtrikerB can hold together as long aa they 
pleaie without aH'ooting UB in the least. Wo 
do not need their servicee. That ia not to 
aay that none of the otrikera will bo taken 
back. There are a few who will bo given 
their positions again, but we will take our 
time about it. The company has not re- 
ceded from tho poaition it osaumed at tho 
beginning of tho trouble. Not a solitary 
man who has taken an active part in the 
strike will ever go back to work for the 
company again. Everything is quiet at 
every point on the system. I apprehend no 
further trouble." 

Cnico, Cal., July 24 — Last evening the 
members of company A, sixty-five strong, 
reported at their armory for instructions 
preparatory to leaving for Sacramento, per 
orders received yesterday by tbe Colonel of 
the Eighth regiment. When the men had 
formed in line Captain Burroughs mado a 
brief address by order of the Colonel, say- 
ing if there waa one man presont who felt 
he could not go to Sacramento or elsewhere, 
obey hia orders and do bis duty as a soldier 
ho would like that man to step from tho 
ranks. ICvery m-in, however, kept his 
place, and at .'):.'!(l thia morning marched to 
tho depot, whero they bo.irdcd tho 
train. 

Cini'.\i,(), July 'J-t. — The hearing of the 
contempt against Doha and others was re- 
sumed to-day. The district attorney de- 
clared in the coureo of hia remarks that he 
never heard of a contempt case falling to a 
jury. Counsel for the defence denied the 
rit;ht of the prosecution to challenge the 
answer of tho defendants. 

\\ o()!ii..\Ni), July '_'-( — Tho prosecution in 
tho train wrecking caBo claim that it can be 
proved that Worilen was tho man who went 
to Stockton and there organiz'.ul tho body of 
men who helped to do the work at tho tres- 
tle, and it ia believed that they wore tho 
al rangers that were recognized by lliu men 
who paw them. It ia said that Worden 
stood up 'ho operator at Li-.thropo aud stole 
an engine thero and another from Stockton. 
IIu udiiiil* being tho organizor of tho Pacific 
syatom of tho Amcricuu Railway Union, and 
naturally work of the kind would havo to 
be done by him. To prove all this the prose- 
oution have enough witnesses to occupy the 
court until Thuraday, and in all probability 
the whole week. 

CiiiOAflo, Ilia., July 25. — The arguments 
on the admission of teatimony in the con- 
tempt case Bgainat Debs, Howard, Kellihor, 
and Rogers, American Railway Union, were 
concluded this afternoon. Judges Grosscup 
and Woods decided that tho Bworn answer 
of tho dofcndanta was not conclusive and 
that testimony wus admissiblo. It was de- 
cided to continue tho caso to-morrow when 
the taking of teatiiiiony will begin. Attor- 
ney Erwin for the defence made a long ar- 
gument, claiming that, the defendant's 
answer to tho bill of complaint was linal and 
that no testimony should bo admitted. 



MAGDONALD MEJklOBIAL. 

The Montreal Statue Will be Unveiled About 
September First. 

Sir Donald A. Smith, preaidont of tho Sir 
John Macdonald Memorial Committoo, ia to 
roturn to Montreal about September 1, in 
order to take bis place at the unveiling o' 
tho memorial. It is expected that the in- 
vited gueata who will be present, besides 
Sir John Thompson and his government, 
will inoludo tho Hon, Wilfred Liurier, tho 
(Jovcrnor-General, tho Liout. (iovornoro of 
tho various provinces of tho Dominion, and 
tho Mayor of Sir John MacdonuM's native 
town, Kingston. Tlio soulptor, Mr. Wade, 
wrileo that ho is doing hia bust to ahip out 
tho twelve ligurca about the beginning of 
next month. Thoy have loft hia studio, and 
are now boiug oast. 



IS IT WAHV 



Korean Troops Attack a Japanese 
Uarrih'oii at the lustigratiou 
of tlie Chinese. 

The Belatious Between China aud 
Japan Growiuf? Increas- 
iiiffly Serious. 



SuANoiiAi, July 24.— A Nagasaki dis- 
p%toh states that tho Korean troops were de- 
feated in the recent engagement with 
Jupancso soldiers. It ia aaid the Korean 
troops attacked a Japaneaa garrison at the 
instigation of Chinoae reaidents. A battle 
between Korean and Japanese aoldiera waa 
fought near Seoul. 

It is stated that Japan haa agreed to 
treat Shanghai as outside the sphere of 
oporationa in caso of war with China, It ia 
reported that a Chinese transport has been 
sunk by a Japanese gunboat. Orders were 
recently ieanod for 12,000 Gbineae troops to 
prepare for departure to Korea. The pre- 
parations were hurriedly oompleted, and on 
Friday last the aoldiers went on board the 
trunsporta wbioh will convey them to the 
peninsula. To guard againat oontingenoiea, 
the transports were convoyed by eight gun- 
boats, the commandera of whicn were 
instructed to fire upon tbe Japanese if the 
latter attempt to obstruct the landing of the 
Chinese. 

Warlike proparationa arc also being made 
in other directions. A strong body of 
troops will shortly leave for the Li Chee 
isluncls. It ia tho government'a intention to 
employ tho Canton and Nankin floota in 
harassing tho Japanese coast if actual hos- 
tilities aro commenced. Orders have been 
sent to every Chinese province, calling up- 
on each of them to furuial. 20,000 troops to 
support the government. 

Lo.vDON, ,July •2\ — Tho Central Newa 
Eaya it haa been learned from a high source 
in London that the relations between China 
and Japsui have grown much more serious 
within the laat-iy hourn. Japan insists em- 
phaticaUy upon certain reforms of Korea's 
internal administration, v/hilo China reaista 
Japan's demands with the upual deiermina- 
tion. Under no circunietancea will China 
allow Japan'a claim of the right to interfere. 

When a reporter of tho Asaociated Press 
visited the Japanese legation hero tho whole 
atafl mado no attempt to di^guiao their de- 
light at the thought of war with China. At 
tbe Chinese legation it waa stated that no 
news of the declaration of war had been re- 
ceived. It was added it the rumor was true 
tho first report of the matter would come 
from Japan, and not from China. Tbe latest 
information received at the Chinese legation 
waa that 10,000 Chinese troops would atarii 
for Korea ; that Japan had rejected 
the proposals made by the British 
minister, although the latter had counseled 
peaceful settlement of the dispute, and that 
tho Chineae government had thereupon de- 
clared that unlcBB tho Japaneas troops were 
withdrawn from Seoul and Chemulpo China 
would break oil' tho negotiations. The of- 
ficials, further ((uestioned, discredited the 
rumor that war had been declared, In- 
(juiries were also made at the foreign office, 
but it waa stated that no news had been re- 
ceived there. 

A telegram from Yokohama received to- 
night atatea that the acceptance by Korea 
of the conditions proposed by Japan is con- 
ditional upon the withdrawal of tho Japan- 
ese troops from Korea. The Japonese gov- 
ernment waa aurpriaed at this firm stand, 
which ia supposed to prove that the Chinese 
influGuco is paramount in Korea. In tbe 
direct negotiations between Tokyo and Pe- 
king China haa so far ignored tho Japanese 
counter propoaitiona. 

A dispatch to tho Times from Shanghai 
says war between China and Japan is con- 
sidered certain. 

Nbw York, July 24.— The Sun's Wash- 
ington special aaya : After repeated denials 
by tbe state department offioiala, Secretary 
Greaham haa finally admitted the truth of 
the article recently publiabed, acoualng bim 
of having sent atelegramtOthoUnitedStates 
Minister at Tokio saying that the Unit- 
ed States would view with regret o continu- 
ation of tho unjust war levied by Japan up- 
on Korea. Tho secretory 'a admission was 
made by way of an apology to tho Japanese 
mini.-ster, Mr. Tatono. In his explanation 
and apology, Mr. Greaham admits the ac- 
curacy of tho ()Uolation from the oliicial cor- 
roHpondence in which ho tenders the good 
ofliccB of tho United States for a Boltlenient 
of the dispute, but complaina that an unfair 
and unwarranted construction had been 
placed upon the language need by him in his 
dispatch to the Ainori-jan niiuiaterat Japan. 
Miniater Tateno, who is extremely desirous 
of preserving tho friendly relations between 
Japan and tho United States, has accepted 
tho seerclary'B apology. 

PiTTsiiniii;, July 21 — Tho thouaand or 
more miasionariea in China will have to 
leave when war wiih Japan begins," aaid 
Ilev. W. H. ('halfant, "as all foreigners 
will be treated alike."

Broad Miuded Spirit in Which the 
Miners View the Existiug 
Situation. 



Every Expectation That There Will 
Ere Loug: Be a Return to 
Better Times. 



Nanaimo, July 24.— (Speoial)— Yesterday 
the membora of the Diatriot Miners' and 
Mins Lftborera' Proteotive Aaiooiation 
proved by their aotions with regard to Su 

perintendent Robina' oommunipation that 
they are abls to deal with auoh differenoea 
as may ariae between them and the opera 
tora in an intelliKenb and falr*niinded man 
ner. The qneation of a return to former dis 
triot prioea is one naturally of great intorcat 
to every miner working in Nanaimo. The 
reduction of 20 per cent., freely acceded to 
li»at August by the mon, to help the com 
pany through a period of oxcoptionul do 
preaHiou in the coal triule, waa inude ooudi- 
tionul upon a full return being made when 
buslneaa improved. Aa ie well known, ainoo 
that time there haa been praotipally no ma- 
terial chungT for the better, atill, with the 
aame spirit that animated the omployoH, the 
company aomo time ago restored 50 per 
cent, of the former reduction, and 
reiterated the promiae to place wagea at the 
old scale whenever the state of trade war- 
ranted auoh a step. The moetinga hold at 
the end of laat month and yesterday, wore 
for tho purpose of considering whether the 
time had not arrived when a return to the 
former diatriot prioea might not fairly bo 
demanded. 

lb will be remembered that at the Brat 
meeting, held on Friday, 3 une 29, auoh a 
demand wbb made, with a farther request 
for the equalization of work and wages for 
all employea of the oompany. Superinten- 
dent) Robina, in reply to the demand, in- 
formed the men that the condition of trade 
did not justify hia making any further oon- 
oeaiaon, at the aame time telling them that, 
if forced to do so, it would neoeaaitate a 
great reduction in output and the immedi- 
ate closing of the Northiield and No. 5 
rninea. Tbe men were prepared to riak the 
alternative aa announced by tho Superinten- 
dent and peraisted in their demand for tho 
reatoratlon of former prices. Mr. Robina, 
BS a laat roeourco, reminded t ho men of their 
agreement to give thirty days' notice in case 
of any demand for a change in tho acale of 
pay. The men recognized tho fairneaa of 
the appeal, and with great unanimity aO' 
corded the desired notice. Yesterday's 
meeting waa hold with tho object of deciding 
what action should bo taken at tho end of 
the month with regard to tho previous de- 
Tii'ind. Aa rtportcd in yesterday's Colonist, 
tho decision arrlTed at was to continue work- 
ing at present prices until the end of tho 
year, being, in effect, an agreement on the 
part of tho men to put up with the 10 per 
cent, reduction for another period of dvo 
months. Out of 444, only I'.'S voted against 
this oourae, and of that number the majority 
were not oppoaod to granting Mr. Robins' re- 
quest, but wore anxious to obtain some 
dednite understanding as to the statua of 
the Northfield men before promising any- 
thing. It may be said without fear of con- 
tradiction that tbe men who would have 
absolutely refused to accede to the Superin, 
tendent'e proposition could be counted on 
one hand. 

This question of work for Northfield mon 
is one that haa been tho source of great 
trouble in the past and promises complica- 
tions yet to coma. During the current 
month Northfield men have been sharing 
work wi';h No. 1 men, but that arrange- 
m nt joinej to an end on Tuesday next. 
In order to aottlo this matter, if any aottle- 
ment t-liort of tho emigration of all unem- 
ployed Northtield men be poaaible, another 
ni;i8B meeting will be held on the lilat inst. 
Tno cliiim put forward by aomo of the 
Northfield men is that they are all employea 
of the same company and membera of tho 
aame union, and as such aro entitled to a 
fair shciro of what work is going. On tho 
other hand it is argued that it 
is no true principle of unionism that 
when a conipiny reduces its atutT 
of employes thcae retained should 
share their work with their leas fortunate 
comrades. This is a matter that now rests 
practically with tho town men to settle; tho 
company have really nothing to do with it, 
keyond asaentingto or diesenting from what- 
ever arrangement the No. 1 men may make. 
Northfield mine is virtually closed, though 
prospect work, employing some 40 men, is 
•ttill coDtiDued.and tbe former employes are, 
aa far aa the company is concerned, dia- 
oharged ; that most of them are working in 
town ia due to the generous aplrit manifest- 
ed by the No. 1 men. It is not at all likely 
that No. 1 men will continue to share work 
after this month, nor could they be expected 
to do so. With the 10 per cent, reduction 
already in force, and the loaa of two daya a 
week, their wages aro cut down almoat be- 
low a living rate. Unfortunately Northfield 
men have been ao long idle that they have 
not the money wherewith to ahift elae where, 
and aa many of them aro married 
men, with families, their ['light ia 
anything but cheorlul. Quite a number of 
them have been fortunate enough to secure 
work at Wellington and on tho permanent 
settlement of tho American railroad strike, 
with tho conse(jUt'nt amelioration of the coal 
trade as fur as that colliery in particular is 
concerned, otbora may hope to find employ- 
ment there or at Union. It may be, too, that 
tho New Vancouver Coal Company will bo 
able to see its way clear to re-opcning Pro- 
tection shaft in the near future, thus giving 
employmcDt to tho remaining idle heads. 
On the whole the outlook hero is brighter 
aince yuslerday. There ia now a fooling of 
security omoug all claaaos that, though work 
may not be regular, there is no fear of a 
close down with its unpleasant oonaerjuoncoa 
this year at any rate. Before 1805 ia ushered 
in, it ia to be hoped that a settlement of the 
labor disputes on the other aide, tho onforco- 
roent of the new tariff, and a practical con- 
clusion of the silver diiTioulty, will have re- 
stored the coal trade to ita normal condition, 
so I hat tbe minea here may bo operated to 
their full capacity and wages <(o up again to 
the old standard.

The Oldest DUcovoricB la Australia and Their 
Contents. 

Theae, almoat the oldest discovered of 
Auatralian oaves, are situated near Welling- 
ton, about 284 milea to the west of Sydney, 
and poaaess conaiderable aolentifio Interest. 
They were dboovered by Sir Ihomaa Mitch- 
ell in 1832. They have always," we are 
told,' " had a largo amount of interest at- 
tached to them, not only on account of their 
natural beauty and peculiarity, but because 
of the atrange remains of a bygone time 
that every exploration of their depth brings 
to light. Remains of men have 
been found thsro, and strange tools ond 
v^oapons ; grotcsquo drawings, indicating a 
pootlc conception and stirring times, tell of 
a people who have passed awuy aa entirely 
aa has tho time in which they lived. Save 
the deeply graven lines on tho face of the 
rock, tho strange and potrifiod forma of 
tools and utonails for liouaohold use, tho 
footprints of ages ago firmly fixed in a clay 
that has long ainco turned into rock, no rec- 
ord remains of tiie people or the period 
when the Wellington Caves were places of 
common resort either for purposes of secur- 
ity or comfort." Tho interior of tho cavos 
has a most striking appearance, tho numer- 
ous stalagmite and stalactito coUnuna of 
maaaivo proportions glittering undur an 
artificial light like inuuniorable dianionde. 
Among tho fossila discovered were tho 
toe-bones of a large specimen of echidna, 
tho tooth of a diprotodon, and tho pelvis. 
At the beginning of 18S7 remains of the long 
extinct Auatralian lion were found, conaist- 
ing of several complete jawbones, with the 
teeth in an excellent state of preservation. 
Professor Owen, of the British Museum, 
London, expressed his opinion that the ani- 
mal was a marsupial lion, fully equal in size 
to that now found in Africa. Some of the 
fossils show in the oieareat manner that a 
very close afiiinlty exists between the fauna 
of the past and that which haa now a place 
in Australia.

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CABLE NEWS. 

Italy's iutentionu ia Afrlca-PfrfoJm- 
ance of Tanubanger— O'Donovan 
Bossa on flome Bale. 

Trial of Cesarlo Santo — Spanish 
Troops Surprised by Mobam- 
medan Malays. 

LoNlioN, July 'J4 — In tho courao of the 
debate in tho Houso of Commona on Mon- 
day, on the ovioced tonunta bill John Dillon, 
anti-ParnoUito for Kist Mayo, spoko warmly 
in favor of the measute, while Arthur J. 
BalFour, leader of the unionistB, attacked it 
in dfitail, 

Rt. Hon. John Moilfy, chief eeorotary for 
Ireland, aaid it waa notorious that tho groat 
maaaea of tho Irieh people approved of tho 
bill. Would not tho landlarda prefer the 
arrears of one or ttvo yeura rather than 
nothing at all ? It was rogrotable that the 
opposition had throtvn themaelvea into tho 
arnia of the irrooonoilable group of land- 
lords. A division on the seoond reading 
followed Mr. Morley'a tpeeoh. It ahoowed 
a vote of 259 for the bill and 227 against it. 
The announcement of the retult waa i^reeted 
with prolonged cheers from tb« gorerQni«nt 
beuohes. The antl-ParnelUtea Were eapo- 
oially enthusiastic. 

In the Italian aonate Prime Mlniater 
Criapi referred to the recent cupiuro of 
K&ssala by tho Italian forces, and anuounood 
that reinforqemonta v.'ero not rcijuirod to 
tUttUe the ItuliaDU at KaBbula to iiiaiiiiilln 
their positions, neither would it boncceuanry 
for them to further expoao thouiselvoe in 
b '.ttle with tho dervishon. The great obj -C; 

he attained waa to subatilute oniif^railon 
to Afrioi for emigration to America. The 
capture of Kisaala had not altered Italy's 
relations with tho powora. Her relations 
with Groat Britain were oxoellent. 

" Tunnhauaer " was sung at Bayrouth on 
Sunday and proved to he the least aatibfac- 
tory of the festival performaooea. Tho 
scenery and ooatumea being identical with 
thoae uaed in the performanoe at the laas 
festival proved a diaappointment. The oast 
was mediocre, and Theodore Reiohmann, 
the wolf-ram, towered above hia asaooiates. 
Ic is doabtfnl if hia alnging of the " Even- 
ing Star " has ever been excelled. Pauline 
Mailbea of Carlamhe was VeDua and her 
performanoe waa admirable. William 
Gruening of Hanover proved a reapeotable 
Tannhauser. 

O^Dooovan Rosea spoke at length ia Birr 
on Sunday after unveiling thn monument tn 
the Manchester martyrs. He said that ho 
doubted the aincerity of tho ^ovornment in 
the cause of home rule. Ho detootod io 
England tho samo old hatred of Ireland. 
The meeting passed resolutions favoring 
amnesty of the political priaonora and con- 
demning the rejection nf Kosaa in tho recent 
election of city marshal in Dublin. 

Remarkable precitutions will be taken 
during the trial of Coaario Santo, tho mur- 
derer of President Carnot, in Lyona on the 
27th, On hia way to tho court and back, 
the priaoner will have a strong police and 
military escort. The courthouao will bo 
guarded by infantry and a battalion of po 
lice, and an unbroken line of policemen will 
surround it. Only thoao having permits and 
cards of identification will bo allowed to 
enter. 

It ia ofBoially announced that a force of 
Mohammedan Malaya aurprised the Spaniah 
troops at Mindanao, in tho Malay archi- 
pelago. In the fighting which reaulted in 
the repulse of the attackini; force, fourteen 
Spanish, inclading one officer, were killed 
and forty-seven wounded, of whom two of- 
ficers died. 

M. Guerin, mlniater of jualtoe, has inform- 
ed the parliamentary committee which ooa- 
aidered the anti-anarchist bill that the gov- 
ernment would refuse all further proposals 
to modify the text of the French measure 

It ia certain that 140 persona went down 
with the Italian ateamer Columbia, whioh 
oame into oollialon with the Russian steamer 
Tladimlr in the Black sea a few days ago. 
The evldenos inenlpatea the Buasian aea> 
men, who deliberately abandoned the Col- 
umbia and her crew and passengera to their 
fate. 

Kroest Hassberger, a Dundee jute mer-

£S0,000 on Scotch banks and £20,000 on 
Continental banks. 

Thomas Taylour, third Marquis of Head- 
ford, is dead, after a long illness. 

The Korwegian ateamer Odin, bound from 
Barcelona, Spain, for Bergen, Norway, was 
bnnk otr ikest on Saturday. All of the 
cr«w were saved. 

Ic is said that more than 1,000 persons 
were killed by the earthquake at Constanti- 
nople. 

Lord Brasaey will leave England next 
month to make a long tour of the United 
States.

Official statistics show that in New South 
Wales the expectation ot life is greater for 
males for evf ry year up to HA than under 
the leading ICngKsh lifo-tablea. At birth 
(age of the table) tho ditforcnco in tho ex- 
pectation 18 8J years, at 5 years of ago 4 O.'i, 
at 10 yrara it la 3-29 years, at .30 2 2 years, 
and at GO years 46. For females nptoO t 
years much the aame results are shown. 
Thus, at age the New South Wales ex- 
peotation exceeds the English by 8 28 year», 
a*; 5 years by 4 34, at 10 years by 3 O'i, 
K*! 30 years tho dillurenoo ia 2 years, at 
65 it Is '21 years. At ages above (14 
tie expeo'ation for females ia higher accord- 
i ig to th English table than in that of New 
South Wales. It must not be supposed, 
however, that this means that the superioi-- 
ity of tho ages below 84 for males and G4 for 
females is lost after those years are attained. 
Such is not the caae. It U true that there 
are more deaths compartd with iho popula- 
tion at Bgea above those iiuoled in New 
South Wales than in iinglaiid, but it la also 
true that a larger proi)ortion ia then aurviv- 
ing in New South VValen than in I>'.ngland. 
Thua out of 100, 0(H) nialoa born in 
New South Waloa 5,'.y2i) will aurvivo 
until 84, wheroaa in lingland tho number ia 
only .'i Sl.'i.

U. S. NAVY BEOEGANIZATION. 

Proposed Scheme to Beconstttute the Naval 
KatablUbmeut of the American Bej)nblic. 

Washisoton, July 24.— In the reorgan- 
ization of the staff and line of the U. S 
navy as recommended by tho special com 
mitteo of Congress it ia provided that there 
shall be eight military corps. The list of 
commissioned line offioera ia divided into 
seven grades with the following limits t 
Sixteen rear admirals, 60 oaptaina, 100 
commanders, 74 lleutenant-ODmmandorB, 
250 lieutenants, 750 lieutenanta of tho jun- 
ior grades, aud ensigns auffioient to main- 
tain the total active liat of the navy. The 
rank of commodore ia abolished, and the 
otFicers in that grade now on the active Hat 
shall be commissioned rear admlrala. No 
increase is made in any of tho corps. The 
atatua of each ia fully defined, and a conten- 
tion of many yeara aa to relative rank be- 
tween staff and lino oUicers ia remedied. 
The pay of staff officers is reduced to make 
it conform to that of line officers of the same 
rank. 

One of the important features ia the cre- 
ation of a " reserve liat " to overcome tho 
present congestion of tho lino. Tho reserve 
list is limited to 100, and is mado up by 
taking from the moat congested branch of 
the service. These first to enter the list 
must have entered tho service between the 
years of 1861 and 1867 inctuaivo. This " re- 
serve " does not inareuao the number of 
ofBocra, the purpoao being to assign olHcors 
of this liat to work now performed by 
ofhcors of active aliore aorvice, It is pro- 
vided that roar admirals shall be appointed 
by the President from tho list of captaina 
t»nd shall bo confirmed by tho senate.

Kecommencement of Operations Under Kather

f'liiCAOO, July 24.— -Under the most dis- 
couraging circumatancog tho Allen Paper 
Car Wheel Company started up its works 
yesterday. The big Corliss engine of tho 
Pullman company was put in readiness to 
drive the machinery, but its services were 
not required, as only two of tho 50 em- 
ployes of the Allen company returned to 
work. The managers of tho worka aay they 
are not discouraged by the failure of more 
men to report for work, and insist that tho 
men have been restrained from reporting at 
the opening hour through fear of violence. 
Instead of an increase of vrorkmen in other 
departments at Pullman, as expected by tho 
ofSoials, the number responded to the whis- 
tle's call this morning waa leaa than any 
day ainoe the attempted reaamptlon of 
work. Only seven of the Holland laborers 
from Roseland were at work in the com- 
pany's yards and only aix of the laundry 
girls reported. There was no trouble at the 
works or violence threatened againat the 
few people who started to work.

This wonderful bridge with its approaohoB 
was built at a uoat of i^l, 181,000 or 
nearly six millionfl of dollars. It 
wa!i built by tho City of London out of itu 
own reeouroes, and although it will oost 
about $26,000 a year to keep it up it is u 
free bridge. It waa opened by the Prince 
of Wales, who ropresoutod the Queen, on 
Saturday the 30th of Juno. The pageant 
was an improBBive ono and all London turned 
out to soe it. Af(er His Royal Highness 
h>«d replied to tho address of the Mayor and 
Aldermen be in ringing tones that could he 
hoard by the crowds that lined tho banks 
of the river tier above tior, said " I doolaro 
this bridge open for land Irallic." "Tlien,' 
ontir.ues tho reporter of the Times, " o.Miio 
the moat dramatic moment of all 
Tho Prince, still alonding on tlio dais, 
turned the lever of his valve oommunioating 
with the hydraulic maohinery, and then 
straightway tho two ponderous loavoB, each 
1 1.5 ft. long, began aa if by magio to roar 
themselves iu the air. All eyes were diroctoil 
to the bridge undor which through tho spaco 
made by tho tlovation of tho Icuvoa tho 
atatuly procession of vessels, dressed gaily 
with flags from bowsprit to peak, begon to 
move up tho rivor.

GETTING WORSE. 

If the Wcatminster Columbian has any 
friends they had better look after it. It is 
rapidly drifting towards Bocialism of the 
most rabid kind and if it is not checked in 
time it will soon be adrift on the sborelcsa 
sea of anarohiBni. It obuaes tho Colonist 
virulently for trying to show that violence in 
the settlement of Ubor disputes is not busi 
n'sa, and it concludes its diatribe with tho 
following paragraph, which has tho true an 
urchiual ring : 

The simple fact of the matter ia that tho 
laws are made still, and have been made iu 
all pist time, by the plutocrats, for the pUi 
toorats. The system worked fairly well 
when twenty mites was a day's journey, 
and telegraphs had not come into existence, 
and newspapers were few and far between, 
and men who could read them alao few. 
But, year by year, tho difficulty of " hold- 
ing down" the majority is increasing, and 
year by year we are arriving nearer to the 
choice between doing juatioe or inviting an 
arohy. 

This is the Bort of stuff that philanthro 
piats of the Moat school are continually 
sputttring. Those who have often seen thi 
gibberish read "dynamite" between the 
lines as plainly aa if it were written in tho 
biggest capital letters. The men who are 
" holding down " the majority in free coun- 
tries aro the mischief-making orators and 
editors who try to make them believe that 
the best and surest way to better theii con 
dition ia not by tho meana usually called 
constitutional, but by riot, iocoudiaristn and 
murder. The laws in this and other frt-o 
countries are made by tho people fur the 
people, and if they are not so good as they 
ought to be it ia the people themselves who 
are to blanio. Hut no legislation that th 
wiseot and the most patriotic men can enact 
can be eubstituted for industry, sobriety 
and the other aooial and domestic virtues. 



A WONDERFUL STRUOTURB. 

The Tower Bridge of London is a truly 
wonderful struoture. It is built aoross the 
Thames in such a way that the immense 

trathc of the river can paaa through it and 
under it unimpeded while at the same time 
there ie no stoppage of tho crowd of pedes 
triana that throng theatreetaat both ends of 
it. Uow to do this waa a problem which 
engineering skill has solved triumphantly. 
The bridge consists of three spans. The 
middle span is what is called in this country 
"a draw." Tho bridge, when the draw ia 
down, is almoHt level, and tho heavioat 
loads can bo drawn across it with oaao. Tho 
middle span ia divided into two parta. 
Eloh part or leaf weigba I.t^OO tona. This 
stupendous weight is lifted with aa much 
apparent ease as a door is opened. Tho 
lifting is of courao done by machinery. 
This maohinery is in two immense towers, 
one at each end of tho span. The lowers 
are more than 110 feet high, for ut that dis- 
tance from tho surface of the river they aro 
connected by a bridge or roadway for foot 
pasaengers, who are carried up to it in 
elevators. When tho bridge is open to per- 
mit largo ahipa to paaa through the elevators 
are at work carrying tho pedestrians to 
and from tho upper bridge. 

The maohinery which does all this la won- 
derfuly strong and to tho uninitiated amaz- 
ingly oomplloated. The towers aro groat 
edifices whioh with tho machinery tlioy 
contain are of fabuloua weight. The pros- 



URANTS TO RAILWAYS. 

A good deal ia said in tho Opposition 
papcra about tho grauta that were made to 
railways by tho Dominion I'arlianient just 
before the close of the lato acoaion. A large 
proportion of the grants are re- votes, and 
the whole of them does not entail s very 
heavy charge on tho revenue. The monibera 
of the Opposition in the Dominion, 
like the members of tho Oppobition in this 
Province, object to expenditure when it ia 
made in parts of tho Dominion distant from 
their own eonatituecoiea, but not one of 
them that we have «ver heard nf has ob- 
jeoted to railway or other grants that aro 
likely to benefit the eleotors who send him 
to Parliament. Men who demand most 
peraiatontly grants for their own oonstitu- 
onta are often the loudest iu their com- 
plaints about the "extravagance" of tho 
Government. There ahould, however, as 
all know, be a limit to the enoouragement 
given to the opening of new lines of 
railway. The Government should be careful 
not to subsidise railways that are not likely 
to bo beneficial to the country through 
whioh they run, and they should ccaae 
granting subaidiea to railways everywhere, 
when it ia found that the payment of the 
subaidiea will be a greater atrain on the 
credit of the country than it can eaeily 
bear. We find tlie following aeuaiblo re- 
marks on tho grunts that wore voted to 
railwrys during the late setaion, in the 
Montreal Gazette, of the 18th inst. : 

Tho position at the present time is, tliere- 
fnre, this : A liability of $l,,"yJ(),0(HJ ou ac- 
count of railways which have entered into 
contract with the Government, of j:i, l(K),0{_HJ 
on account of railways subsidized, but not 
yet pluced under contract, and of about $'J,- 
000, 000 of new subsidies which it ia pro- 
posed to grant, making a total liability, 
actual or contingent, of about $7,000,000. 
Now before this obligation matures, bo- 
fore the Dominion is oalled upon to pay 
over tbeae subventions, there must be 
constructed 2,180 miles of new railway, 
which, with equipment, will oost not leas 
than §.30.000,000. No one snppoaea that 
the Rranta can be earned within a yoar, 
two yeara, or even five yeara. More'a tho 
pity they cannot be, for nothing would more 
surely bring about increased commercial 
and industrial activity in Canada than tho 
expenditure^ within a short period of time of 
thirty millions in railway building. But, as 
this is out of the question so it follows that 
tho liability assumed by tho Government is 
not nearly as tormidable as upon tho face of 
the figures might appear. In reality not 
more than a million to a million and a half 
dollars annually becomes a charge on the 
country from tnese subventions, and that is 
a liability tho (iovernment is abundantly 
able to meet without impairing tho 
credit or increasing tho taxatio;i of thu Do- 
minion. Tho new subventions, as wo h'ivo 
said, aygregato about two niillions, and aro 
distributed over a hirge number of entur- 
prists in tlie various provinces so aa :o ]jro- 
moto the ;;eiieral inleieBts of all, develop 
reoourccii by oponii:;^ up new territory to 
Hotllcment, and by rulucinf; tlie ci:Ht of 
transportation to market. A policy (jf rail- 
way tncaurugeiiienl is worthy of all support, 
and in continuing its upplication tho Cinv- 
crnment haa exercised due care not to incur 
liabilitiea ao largo as to even remotely em- 
barrass the fioances. 



Cbroniole complaining of the treatment 
whioh the defeated athletes received at the 
hands of the poraona who uasembled to wit- 
ness the competition. It says : 

Day before yesterday some young Ameri- 
cana from Yale contested in various athletio 
sports againat roprosontativea of tho Euglioh 
university athletes and wore defeated, und 
while thoy received gentlemanly treatment 
from their competitors, tho spectators — not 
tho lower olassea, but the upper oiroles, for 
tho moat part — jeered and hooted at them In 
a way which would beoomn tho patrons of 
a Sunday baseball game in tho Tar Flat pre- 
cinct. They had not oven tho daconoy to 
roapeot tho van(|uished athletes, who had 
orosBod the Atlantic to pit thomsolvca 
against tho pick of Oxford and Cambridge. 

There must surely be some mistake here. 
Englishmen know how to conduct sports 
b:ttor, perhaps, than the men of any other 
nation. Wo have always boon undor tho 
inipreaaion that they aro invariably cour- 
teous to opponents and oonaiderato of their 
foolinga. We cannot imagine a orowd of Eng- 
liehmen of the " upper circles " hooting at 
and jeering defeated men no matter to what 
country thoy might belong. To Americana, 
we would expect them to bo moio than 
ordinarily'coiirteoua. Wo cannot understand 
how they could indulge in any uuaeomly ex- 
ultation over honorable mon who wore suf- 
fering from the mortification of defeat, 
Their desire would, we ahould think, be to 
repress all indicationa of boisterous rejoic- 
ing and to make tlin beaten men feel as well 
plo:v6ed witii themeolvoa as it is posaible for 
men in their circumstances lo feel. W'otnust 
have other evidence than that which 
we see in the Chroniaie, before 
wo can believe that a orowd of presum- 
ably well-bred Englishmen would bo 
far forgot what was due both to 
their gueata und themselves aa to be 
quilty of such rudeness iia the Chronicle 
deaoriboa. We know how toucliy aomo 
Americans are, bow quiok to imagine an 
ofTenoe where none was intended, and we 
also know how unscrupulous some American 
reporters arc, how ready they aro to prefer 
sensation to truth. We are therefore very 
much inclined to boliove that tho Chronicle's 
informant had a far greater doairo to pro 
duoe a sensation and to intensify the 
prejudice whioh ia entertained by some 
Americans against England and Eagliah- 
mon, than he had to tell the plain, honest 
truth. Wo are tho more inolinod lo believe 
this when we see how ready the Chronicle ia 
to take oU'ence and to put tho worst poaaiblu 
construotion on the conduct of the English 
speotators. This is our contemporary's 
con\ment on whit it stated as fact : 

The notion of any kindlineis of feelint; bo- 
cweeu the two countries is an exploded 
myth. It does not exist und cannot exist, 
and we do not feel certain that wo want it 
to. We are buainoaa and commercial rivals, 
and while wo get along peaceably it is only 
policy which dictates such a course. The 
Englishman believes himself a great deal 
hotter than unybody olae, and wo diapulo it 
llatly and abaohitely. Why, then, should 
wo talk about friendship and amity when 
we entertain auoh dicaonant viawa ? 

We believe that in these remarks the 
Chronicle does a great iojostioe to bsth 
Amerioans and Eeglishmen. A good feeling 
doea exist botween tho men of Great Britain 
and those of the United States, and that 
feeling is growint; atronfjer and ia becoming 
more general t.D time advances. Old dia- 
likoa are getting weaker and old prcjudicea 
are fast disappearing.

AMERICA rS. ENGLAND. 

The Yale men were handsomely beaten in 
Ii)ngland. They found by sharp experience 
that the Old Country stock are as far as 
possible from being "iireto." They are as 
vigorous and iia tough as the vary best men 
of the youngest communities and they have 
opportunities of training that are absent in 
most yonng countries. This ia how the 
San Franoiaoo Cbroniole compares the Amer- 
can athletes with the English boys : 

Tho defeat of the Yale athletes by Oxford 
man was ao complete that there is no use in 
assigning it to climate or training. TIjo 
only real exouse for the bad showing made 
by Vale in tho running races waa that 
the mon were used to tho oinder path 
and were fnrcul to run on turf. In epeed, 
agility und bolioni tho Ivij^lisliinen 
shoivod Ihomsolven far fuperior, and Ihero 
ia no flonao in denying what ia patent. 
One cause of thin is in the superior training 
which the ICnglish boy recoivea. Ho begins 
al tho great lOngliah public schools at eight 
years of ago, and from that time ho ia in 
athletics, and every good point ho allows ia 
sedulously cultivated. Wo have no achaols 
liko Kton, Harrow and Kugby. Tho Ameri- 
can undergraduate, as u rulo, haa only ono 
or two years of physioal training before ho 
enters the university, Frtquontly bia Uret 
ayatomatio training ia received in his fresh- 
man yoar. Against this wit must put at 
leuHt ton yeara of lino, regular, intelligent 
training of tho l^riKlisli lad. The rcaiut, of 
tho two systems was seen in LontUm on 
Monday.

Duguay-Trouin had steamed out of Ksqui- 
malt on Monday afternoon on her way to 
Honolulu, a cablegram from Pari* to the 
French consul was received in Victoria to de- 
tain her. Mr. Snowden the French consul 
being laid up at his residence, Mr. (ira- 
ham, also of the tirm of Lowenborg, Harris 
k Co , took charge of the matter. The 
ciblogram said to detain the Dugaay'Tronin 
at K:<{utmalt until further orders. Mr, 
Graham realizing the importance of imme- 
diate action and suspecting that, in view of 
the alarming war news from Korea, the in- 
tention of the French Government was to 
SI lid tho vessel to strengthen the French 
foroe in those waters, at once put the tele- 
graph wirea in service to if possible inter- 
cept her before she got to sea. Otherwise 
if eho wero out of signalling dietanoe tho 
lirat port when: she ci;uld be reaohed by tel- 
egraph waa .-ydniy, .Vusr.ralia, which would 
moan an additional distance of several thou 
sand miles steaming should abo be ordered 
to Korea. He at once telegraphed to Car- 
manah and Cape Flattery to miiko every 
fcll'ort to htop the warship. The signal 11 igs 
were in cons' (|uence [nil upalbolh siaticne, 
but as it «aa ihe'ii getting diu.k they were 
UEeleii<.

Canlain de t'ourrijollefi, of the v.'ar- 
nliip, on receiving the orders from 
Paris telegraphed back to lOscpiioialt 
that he waa proceeding hack to 
port under slow steam, anel at six o'clock 
yesterday morning tho Duguay-Trouin was 
again at anchor in that harbor. Cp to a 
lato hour last night no additional ordcra 
had been received from Paria, but a cable 
gram is expected by noon to-day. 

On board tho Duguay-Trouin all is bustle 
and preparation, and the men are in high 
fipirits at the prospect of going on active 
service. She is taking on additional coal in 
anticipation of a voyage to Korea. The 
Duguay-Trouin is a second class cruiser of 
3,000 tons, built of iron and sheathed with 
wood. She baa a formidable ram, and be- 
sides ten heavy guns, has an auxiliary arma- 
mont of four tjuiok firing guns and live 
machine guns. Her speed is Hi knots nn 
hour, and she carries u crew of 3liO ollicera 
aud men.

Waseiwoton City, July 23.— Apprsciat- 

ing, tho diQicultioB of obtBining acourato in 
formution upon sanitary mattera from Orl 
ental couatriea, Dr. Stuart Eldredge, health 
oflSoer of the port of Yokohnmit nnd member 
of the imperial board of health of Tokyo, 
has sent to the marine hospital bureau u 
semi official statement of tho epidemic in 
Southern China. It appears from his report 
that this scourge ie one of tho most dreadful 
on record, having its greatest hold at Iho 
port of Hongkong, where most of the for 
eign commeros touohes. The diaeaee broke 
out in Canton Uat February, and at the! 
■ame dme was epidemio ab Pakhoi, a iporb! 
not often visited by Europeana. During 
Maroli and April it itebdily inoreaaed, until 
it aainmed gigantio proportlona. 

Acoording to the letter of Dr. Eldredge, 
the Eaetem anthoritiea treated the malady 
with their ordinary Indifference. Altbnugb 
HoDgkoug is the centre of trade in the Eaat, 
but half a day's journey from Canton and 
in oonatant oommuniaacion therewith, th 
exiatonce of danger was ignored. Several 
cases appeared in Hongkong during tht 
Crat di»y8 of May. It steadily increased ii 
that place, until the mortality has rcaohec 
100 a day. despite tho exodus of 100,000 
Chinese And many Europeans. Tho natives 
in most cases have lelt un fueling tho first 
symptoms of the diaeaae, in hope of 
dying in their native villngcs. A dozen 
European have boon attacked and most of 
them have died. 

From Canton to Hongkong tho disease is 
spreading through tho neighDoring country, 
and will probably soon app'.'»r iu tho coaHt 
towns of China north of Hongkong, because 
from tho careloEsncss in tluso ports, no 
eti'ectivo quarantino is likely to be cetab 
liahed. Several cases have already occurred 
on steamers traveling from Hongkong to 
Chinese ports, but without serious con 
sequences on account of prompt action by 
the ships' Burgeons. A quarantine system 
has been put in operation in Japan, holding 
ships from the inflicted diatricta nine days 
after arriving. But one Infected ship hus 
reache.l Japan. 

" It I may presume to advise," said Dr. 
E'dredge, " I would say the most stringent 
measures may need to bo taken to protect 
the United States, particularly as regards 
certain classra of goods from China likely to 
convey infectioc — rags, old cotton, eto 
and also such manufactured articles as aro 
made in the native workshops, with perhapa 
a case of ptagae in the same room — anoh 
thiagi BB Btraw mattiae, embroideries and 
any sort of textile {abrios. So loqg aa tho 
diaeaae ia kept oqt of Japan, ao long will 
thia oonntry be tbe ibeat bulwark of the 
United States agatnat the importfttion of 
the diaeaae." 



GENERAL HEKBERT. 

(Hamilton KpcoLator.) 

General Herbert ia a muoh abused man. 
He is a thorough soldier, and is precisely the 
sort of commanding officer needed to bring 
the standard of the Canadian militia up to 
Bomettiing like it should bo. The general 
has not sought for popularity. Ho has done 
what be has conceived to be his duty, and 
has, in consequence, incurred tho enmity of 
the cirelcsB »nd slovenly among tho militia. 
Tne great trouble is that the Canadian mili- 
tia has had too many dispensers of tatTy act- 
ing in the cipacity of inspecting officers. The 
^a':iit hai been for the inspecting officer to go 
the rounds, overlook the most glaring deh- 
ciencies and tho moat slovenly work, see 
only the good points, or imagine them if 
they did not exist. The inspecting officer 
haa too often been the good nxtured- 
fellow who, after putting a corps 
through a few movements executed 
In auch abominable atyle aa to 
make a real soldier ebudder, baa mads a 
little atereotyped apeeoh in which ho said to 
every corps, good, bad and indifTerent, that 
it was the finest and most soldierly body of 
men it had ever been his priviIe|,'o to inspect. 
Geteral Herbert changed all thie. His in- 
spections have been thorough. He knows 
hia buaineaa from top to bottom, and insists 
thst militia officers shall know theirs. He 
has told the truth in blunt, soldier like 
fiisbion, and hos been aafreo to Momo where 
blimo hi'" been doserved, aa to pn^iso when 
praiee Uiit becu earned. His influence upon 
the fcroe hifl hucA fOtl'}- Slipshod metliois 
have been abandooed aud I^o rnilitia haa 
"jraced up" generally. The government his 
been induced to improve the equipmetlt 
the militia, and General Herbert's good 
work his h.'d a good eff<)oti ftll ronnd, . . 

• . Whether or not he w&a right or 
wrong In the matter of the anapenaion of 
Col. Powell it is, in tbe absence of full in- 
formation on the subject, useless to conjec- 
ture. Even if Herbert were wrong it is a 
trivial matter obout which very much too 
much fuss has been made. On tho whole 
fJoneral Herbert haa been tho most useful 
officer who has had charge of tho Canadian 
militia for many a year. And hia unpopu- 
larity is simply proof that ho has been doing 
hia duty without fear, favor or allaotion, 
and the Spectator bopea that he will com- 
plete hia full term of aervioe in Canada.

TEliEDO PKOOF. 

Importiint Invention of ii .San Krancluc:iii-A. 
I'lle to Last Twcnty-Flve Yearn. 

R. B. Marklo, a San Francisco gonius, 
has patented a teredo-proof pile, on which 
the Railroad Gazette commenta : 

" Mr. Marklo designed his pilo with 
knowledge of tho fact that tho teredo does 
not cross a crack of any kind and bus made 
a built-up pilo. The core io a 4i4-inoh 
scantling, to which are nailed strips of one-- 
inch boards, which increase in width with- 
each layer until the pilo reaches the desired' 
size. Tho scantling and the boards are 
coated with a light coat of •oal tar and are' 
tacked together with nails. The cornera 
are bevelled. It is said a single band cap 
at the top prevented splintering. One of 
thoae piles was put down at seotion 2 of a 
seu wall where the average life of a pile ia 
only two years, and when it waa taken up 
at the end of seven years, only the enter 
strips of the bnilt-np pile were destroyed. 
Tbe worms had stopped when they aame to 
the oraoks. It it eatimated that the bnilt- 
np pile will iMt abont twenty-five years 
(whloh seems too long, as the worms will 
destroy the valne of each strip ad soon as 
they Ket into it). Tbe cost is pai<t to be 
about twice that of an ordinary pilu. "

Females. 



Some Heavy Bisks — Husbands Are 
Not Accepted as Beue- 
flelarles. 



Tboro WHS a time a very few years ago, 
Biya the New York Sun, when there wore 
only oac or two life insoranoe companies in 
the United States that would take a rlak on 
a woman's life at all. Thoae that did ctmrgcd 
a big extra premiunii beoauao thoy said her 
chftDCi^o of living wore much loaa than thoao 
of a -Miin of the eanio ago. This extra pre- 
mium waa in aonie caaea so great that it 
amounted to a prohibitive tariff< and even of 
the companiea that did let women inaurB 
their lives there wore aevoral that Icopt thorn 
from doing it by thia extra rate. 

They bcgiiu to woakon four or five years 
ago. Jiret one company Ravo in, then an- 
other, ui:il another, until to day of all the 
ineurf-nco companiea in the United States 
there aro probably not a dczon that dtcliiio 
to ;^i:o risks on tho livoa of women. Most 
of thfin, however, still diacriniinato aj^ainst 
wonitn by an extra rate. This oxtru rate 
avcru;;es about ?5 on §1,000 more than a 
man iiiiS to pay. Homo of tho companiea 
charge it, no matter what tho ago of tho 
woman may be, but tho larger companiea 
only charge it up to tho ago of 18 or 50, 
when dangers of death that are peculiar to 
women are paat. 

There are one or two companiea th.^t do 
not dieoriminato ngainat women at all. 
These companiea uaod to let hor got insured 
to tho amount of $10,000 when aho paid an 
extra premium of Sa or §10 a thouaand. If 
she was over 48 yoara of ago thoy would let 
her insure herself for §25,000, but that waa 
the extreme limit, and the companies were 
not any too anxious to insure her for that 
aa.ounr, no matter liow muoh extra she was 
willing to pay. 

There is one little reatriotion yet by thcae 
companiea— that is, the oompany will not 
insure a woman In favor of lier husband. 
The offioials pat it bluntly by saying that 
that restriction is in her interest, meaning 
that their faith in male hnnian nature ia 
not of the beat. 

The woman who carries the largest in- 
surance on her life in the United States is 
Mrs. Hearst of California. She is insured 
for a large sum. Some of her insruonce ia 
what ie called straight life iosuraDoe, but 
the greutor part of it la placed on the en- 
dowumtnt plan — that ie to aay at the end of 
twenty yeara, if ahe pays her premiums 
regularly, aho can draw her money. Mrs. 
Hearal is aaid to be tho firat woman 
in the State of California who inaurcd 
her life. There are to-day a very 
large number of women there who carry 
from SIS, 000 to §20,000 insurance, but there 
are none wno carry anything approoching 
the amount she carries. 



along two largo bays, were formed of solid 
mountaina of ice, rising perpendioularly 
from the wator'a edge, and bounded to the 
north by a continuation of the united, lofty 
frozen mountaina that extend eastward from 
Mount Fairweather.

About aoven leaguea oaatorly a point was 
reached which Vancouver named Point Cou- 
vorden, after tho family Beat of hia ancea- 
tni-a. Paaeing onwarda about two miles an 
extenaivo arm of tho aon from five to nix 
milcB wido opened out in two directiona — 
S.S E ond NN.W. Tho exploring party 
tirat took the latter arm, which waa Ijounded 
on both aidoa by lofty, atupendoua moun- 
taina, covered with perpetual ico and anew ; 
whilst tho shores in the in'ighbnrliood ap- 
peared to bu oompoaod of clilTa of very tine 
slate, intcreporBod with beaahea of excellent 
paving atone. 

Further north Point Seduction divided the 
arm into two branches, into each of which 
flowed a ooneiderable stream of pure water. 
The upper part of the arm Vancouver named 
Lynn Canal, after tho place of hia nativity, 
tho town of Lynn, in Norfolk, England. 
Ou the return of tho party thoy mot ii large 
number of Indians, who at lin.t appeared 
very friendly, but aubaequonlly attempted 
to plunder until driven away at Point Re- 
treat, which now is generally tho oxtont of 
tho trip by tourist steamers, being only a 
short diatance north of Juneau. Vancouver 
honored the group of islands lying aouth of 
Cross sound wiUi tho name of " King George 
tho Third's Archipelago." 

Having thua ootnpleted tlio miaaion with 
which he was specially charged, namely tho 
examination and survey of the coaat of 
North America, which he faithfully and 
with wonderful precision performed, and 
ahowed that no navigable water communi- 
cation or strait existed between the North 
Pacific ocean and Hudson bay, Captain Van- 
couver, after calling at Nootica on matters 
connected with tho withdrawal of the Span- 
iards from that station, returned to England, 
arriving there in 1795. 

Captain Vancouver's explorations andsur- 
veya, from Obicrvatory inlet, Naas river, to 
Point Rotbsav, near the mouth of Stiokeen 
river, in ITQ.'i, being a portion of the Alas- 
ka boundnry now under aurvoy by a joint 
boundary commission of tho United Slatea 
and Canada, for Great Britain, ehould form 
an interesting chapter.

Hia Examination and Survey of the West 
Goaat of North America, 

Just one hundred years ago, in July, 
1794, the celebrated navigator and explorer, 
Captain George Vancouver, was completing 
hia examination and survey of the northweat 
coast of America. He was then in loy bay, 
opposite Mount Elias, a huge landmitrk, 
varionsly estimated at from 15.000 feet to 
ig.oiX) feet high, and which at present ia 
considered to be the most westerly point of 
the boundary of British Columbia, border- 
ing on Alaska. 

In the British war-sloopDisoovery, accom- 
panied by the armed tender Chatham, he 
and t\is men had wintered at the Sandwich 
lalanda. They left that rendezvous March 
15, steering for the northwesterly portion of 
the CL-atinent of America. They reached 
Cook's River in April, which proved on ox- 
amioiiiioa to be an cxtenaive inlot, and not 
the ( uriet of a largo river aa waa supposed 
by Captain Cook. The name of tho place 
was changed by Vancouver to Cook's Inlet. 
The surveys and explorationa were con- 
tinued easterly along the coaat of the main- 
land during May and June, reaching the 
bay be.icre mentioned in July. 

Captain Vancouver, in his account of thia 
portion of hia exploration states, that within 
a league of Icy bay is a point, which ho 
named Point Riou. It is well wojdod, and 
low, with a small ialot detached ut a little 
distance to the westward of it. Eastward 
from the ateep cliffs that terminate thia b^y, 
and from whence the ice descends into the 
sea, the coast is again composed of a spa- 
cious margin of low land, rising with a gradu- 
al and nniform ascent to the foot of the still 
connected chain of lofty mouDtaina, whoee 
snminita are but the baae from whence 
Mount Eliaa towera, majestically conepiou- 
ous in regions of perpetual frost." 

" As we advanced to the eastward," con 
tinues Captain Vancouver, " this border be- 
came less extensive and was more elevated, 
and much leas oovered with wood, and for a 
few miles totally destitute of either wood or 
verdure, and like that part before noticed 
between Point Riou and Point Manby, was 
composed of naked, rugged frogmenta of 
rooki of various maKnttudes, lying ai it 
were in front of Mount Fairweather, like 
those on tho shore before Mount St. EUua. 

" W'f passed within about half a league of 
Cip" Fairweather. Thia capo cannot be 
coiibi Icred a ^ ory conapicuoua promontory ; 
it is :!ine!, diBtinguiahablo when aeon from 
the touihward, aa the land to the west o[ it 
retiriB r. few miles buck to tho north, and 

there fnnna ii bend In tho coast 

Mtun; St. KiiBH bore by compass N ".'ij, W, 
and .uty.ml Fairweather, N 10 K; tho 
leni:;.'- of time we had been in sight of these 
very remarkable, lofty mountains alforded 
us many tibaorvalions for ascertaining their 
aituiiiion ; whimco tho former appoari'd to 
be iu iatitude OO ° 22V and longitude 219° 
21', -.'-') miles from tho nearest seashorp, 
(Icyi-ay); tlio latter in latitude fjS ° [>!', 
longi'. o.io 222 ° 17' and nine miles from tho 
sea there. 

" Tr.fl favorable breeze continuing, with 
delightfully pleoaant weather, and having 
the advantage of daylight nearly tho whole 
of the twen'y-four hours we were enabled to 
keep within five miles of tho coaat, which 
was now again well wooded. . . . Until 
pastil at night Mount St. Eliaa waa yet 
within our visible horizon, appearing like a 
lofty mountain, although at this time it wua 
at the diatance of one hundred and fifty 
.geographical m ilea. . . By 7 o'clock next 
morniog our course waa directed to a bigli, 
bluff promontory, which, aa we auppoaed, 
proved to bo tho west point of entrance into 
Croaa found, name by me in honor of Lord 
Spencer — Capo Spencer."

(Jn ; deposit waa 
a $100,(100 cli^'ck of C'olumbua Water- 
house. Another was a cheiik of D. 
.S. Dorn for a aimilar amount, and 
anotlier waa a check of Dr. McDonald 
for tho aame amount. Tho remainder waa 
made up of various dopoailn. Upon invcati- 
(jation tho grand jurors found that neither 
Colunibua Watcrhouao nor Djrn niaile any 
deposits and the other alleged dopopitora aru 
also said to bo fraudulent. The evident ob- 

i'eat of tho falsifications was to deceive tho 
i&nk commissioners as to tbe financial sta- 
tus of the Institution.

ENItLAND'S POOIi. 

Considerable lucreii«e In the Number of 
Those Who Are Korced to Ui'liend 
ou Churlty. 

According to tho atatiatics recently pub- 
lished by the I'oor Heljef D.ipartnient of the 
liritiali yoverniijf o i , tlm pcrcuof igo of poor 
aubaisting on inOdic chari'y in Kncland and 
Wales is ."> per thousand. During the 
year there have iiscn inany thousands of 
people, owing to the general buaineaa do- 
preaaion, being driven to uaU for relief for 
tho lirat time in their Uvea, and the oiii-'ially 
recorded proportion of pauperism reached 
the highest point in many years. The pro- 
jjortion waa anialleat in 1891, when it was 
■S.i •_• to the 1,(K)0 of population. Thia ia a 
remarkable fact in itself, as indicating tbe 
normal amount of extreme pauporiani in 
Fngland, for the record ia only of paupora 
applying for government relief. 

It is a curious fact that the proportion of 
paupers to population is smaller in London 
than throughout the rest of England and 
Wales. But there has been a great inorease 
and continued growth of pauperism in tbe 
metropolis in recent years which la causing 
a great deal of anxiety. Ia the second week 
of last December there were I06,<376 paupers 
In London, whioh was equivalent to 24.3 
per 1,000 of the whole population- This 
was S,92G more paupers than were receiving 
relief in the city in the corresponding week 
of the previous yenr, and a greater member 
than in any year ainco IST'J. 

l?ut these ligurea are of the puupcriBin 
only that coim.a to oliicial notice, and the 
recurd takes no ucjnunt of tho vast amount 
oi piivcrty that is relieved by private charity 
and throng'i other than g ■vcrnnicni 'ourcea.
